Whenao other Advine 
tage attended the greareft Riches, than the Opportunity of |i- 
mag more famptuoufly or delicioufly, Men of great Spirics 
Qighted them, When refi Cleanthe:, that it he 
would goto Court and flatter the Tyramz, he acednot feck his 
Supper under a Hedze; the Philcfopher anfwered, that be who 
could con’eat timieif with fuch a Supper, need net go to 
Court to flatter the Tyrant, Epaminemdas, driflides, P . 
ani even the Lacedemenian Kings, found no Incovenieuce in 
Poverty. whilit their Virtue was honoured, and the richeft 
Princes in the World fear'd their Valour and Power. Ic was 
not difficult for Curius, Fabricius, Cimcinmatus, or Emilins Pan- 
ins, to content themfcives with the sarroweit Fortune. wheo it 
was 20 Obffacie to them ia the Purfuic of thofe Honours which 
their Vtrcues deferv'd.
